Introduction 

Assistant Chief Keith Jemison authorized this investigation to be conducted by the 
Administration Division on Detective Caleb Rule. This authorization is based on information 
received by the Fort Bend Independent School District Police Chief, David Rider. This 
investigation was provided to Captain John Bailey for Assignment. Captain John Bailey then 
assigned it to me. Sergeant Jay McClellan to investigate the alleged allegations after a 
round table discussion. 

Complaint and Statement 

The complaint is based on a written (emailed) statement on official Fort Bend I.S.D. 
letterhead sent to Chief Joel Fitzgerald from Chief David Rider. After reviewing the 
complaint Chief David Rider alleges Detective Caleb rule allegedly violated Missouri City 
Police Department Policy 10-01 M.l. (Property, Equipment and Uniform) and Policy 10-01 Code 
of Conduct (General Conduct). 

The first allegation is Detective Rule, while visiting his wife on February 15, 2013 he left 
his department issued Clock 23 handgun inside a faculty restroom and left the premises. 

The Policy states, employees of the Department will be responsible for the proper care and 
use of Department property and equipment assigned to or used by them. They will promptly 
report to their immediate supervisors any loss, damage, destruction or defect therein. 
Sensitive equipment (i.e. firearms, police radio, body armor, credentials, keys, etc.) would 
necessitate notification both verbally and in writing (information report) as soon as 
practical. If that immediate supervisor cannot be reached, the on-duty supervisor shall be 

notified. 
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The second allegation is Detective Rule after learning from his wife he had left his 
department firearm at the school he attempted to persuade at least one teacher from 
mentioning the incident to anyone. 

The Policy states, an employee shall never attempt to dissuade any citizen from lodging a 
complaint against an employee. All complaints shall promptly and courteously be referred to 
the appropriate on duty supervisor or unit of the Department in accordance with departmental 

procedures. 

Detective Rule was notified of this investigation at about 1300 hours on March 8, 2013 and 
was provided a copy of the emailed statement provided by Chief David Rider with the Fort Bend 
I.S.D. Police Department. 

Notification 

Detective Rule received notification of the complaint at about 1300 hours on March 8, 2013. 
Detective Rule was notified of the two alleged violations. The policy was read to Detective 
Rule at which time he signed the notification and was provided a copy of said letter and a 
copy of both the complaint adopted by the Chief of Police and the detailed letter provided by 
Chief Rider with the Fort Bend I.S.D. Police Department. Detective Rule was instructed to 
provide a written response to the allegations by 1600 hours on March 8, 2013.

Subject Employee Response 


Detective Caleb Rule provided a written response to the allegations at about 1411 hours on 
March 8, 2013 in the form of an email. I converted the email into the standard PSI format 
and had Detective Rule verify the statement had not been altered, modified or deleted from 
its original form. Detective Rule signed the statement.

Witness Statements 

Captain John Bailey requested both Lieutenant Paul Poulton and Sergeant Luera provide 
detailed statements of their knowledge of the incident involving Detective Rule. 


At about 1257 hours, I received a statement from Lieutenant Paul Poulton. The statement was 
provided in the form of an email. I converted the email into the standard PSI format and 
had Lieutenant Paul Poulton verify the statement had not been altered, modified or deleted 
from its original form. Lieutenant Paul Poulton signed the statement. 


At about 1308 hours, I received a statement from Sergeant Saul Luera. The statement was 
provided in the form of an email. I converted the email into the standard PSI format and 
had Sergeant Saul Luera verify the statement had not been altered, modified or deleted from 
its original form. Sergeant Saul Luera signed the statement. 


I was provided six written statements from personnel with the Fort Bend Independent School 
District. Each statement detailed their involvement and observations involving Detective 
Caleb Rule. Three of the statements were handwritten and two statements was typed and signed 
by the authors. A statement provided by the Assistant Superintendent Dr Javier Villarreal 
was typed but no signature was provided. 
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These statements were provided to the Police Department by Chief David Rider with the Fort 
Bend I.S.D. Police Department. 


Physical Evidence 

I obtained a visitor list report from Quail Valley Elementary School for February 15, 2013. 

On the report it details Detective Rule had checked into the school as a visitor at 1250 
hours and checked out at 1342 hours. Detective Rule was at the school for 52 minutes. 

All other Information 

No other information was obtained in the course of the investigation that was not already 
addressed in other sections of this report. 

Conclusion and Recommendations 

After reviewing all the information and evidence related to this incident, I have discovered 
the following facts. On February 15, 2013 at about 1250 hours. Detective Rule arrived at 
Quail Valley Elementary School and is believed to have met with his wife for lunch. During 
the course of his visit at the school. Detective Rule used the faculty bathroom where he left 
his department issued Clock handgun. At about 1342 hours. Detective Rule left Quail Valley 
Elementary School without his Clock handgun and was located by a teacher at the school. The 
gun was returned to Detective Caleb Rule by his wife after he left the premises and was not 
reported to his supervisor until February 26, 2013 to Sergeant Saul Luera. Lieutenant Paul 
Poulton did not hear of this matter until he was asked by an Assistant Chief. This 
conversation took place on February 27, 2013.

in her report she claims Officer Hernandez did not establish the charge of False ID, although 
his report clearly does establish this offense along with the fact she pled guilty to the 
charge in a court of law. 

She also alleges Officer Hernandez illegally searched her vehicle. This seems to be a false 
statement also, since she was legally stopped, properly arrested, which would lead to a 
search or inventory subsequent to an arrest.

1 asked Chief Bell about audio / video 
recordings of the incident / traffic stop, to 
which he said none exists. He further stated in 
his attempt to review the audio / video, he 
discovered three hard drives missing, that are 
still unaccounted for. 


Chief Bell stated his department and 
personnel will cooperate fully with the 
investigation, and would respond to any 
needs or requirements at any time.

On this day at approximately 2:00 P.M., I 
Detective C. Nicholson received a 
complainant at the Missouri City Police 
Department in reference to a May, 26, 2015 
incident concerning a Missouri City Police 
officers' conduct after responding to a call in 
the 7800 block of Redgate Circle. The 
complaint is based on the officers' conduct 
and comments during contact with the 
complaint, Schuwan Dorsey. 

In her written statement Dorsey stated 
Officer, Vogt, was upset and stated during 
their conversation that Dorsey was "stupid". 

Dorsey says she then replied, "This was 
going to be another Baltimore Fergurson 
situation". Dorsey further stated she then 
said," Hands up Schuwan, hands up!" 

Dorsey believes because she made these 
comments Officer Vogt was upset. 

Dorsey stated Officer Vogt then went to his 
vehicle, and later returned placing her under 
arrest. Dorsey stated t she believes she was 
not told why she was being arrested,or given 
her rights, prior to or after she had been 
handcuffed. Dorsey stated she learned the 
reason for her arrest at the jail and only from 
Detention Officer personnel. Dorsey stated 
Officer Vogt sought anything he could take to 
the DA with a "twisted" version to get the DA 
to accept the charge. Dosey stated the 
second Officer on scene was nice. 

Dorsey was given an opportunity to give a 
formal two paged, two written statement 
giving the accounts before, during and after 
the contact with officer Vogt. The statement 
was notarized and signed by Dosey. The 
statement has been included in this 
investigation for further review.

Field Interview 

Detective conducted a field interview of 
witness Kathy White. Ms. White was asked 
about the May 26, 2014 incident at 7815 
Redgate Circle, involving Officer William Vogt 
and Eric Stahl. Ms. White stated she did 
recall the incident. Ms. White gave the 
following verbal statement at her residential 
address of 7815 Redgate Circle. This 
statement was not recorded. 

White stated she observed the complainant, 
Dorsey, pull her vehicle in front of another 
citizen, Roseman, attempting to block his 
vehicle from moving. Ms. White stated she 
was standing at the end of her driveway at 
this point in the incident. White stated Dorsey 
was complaining to her. White, about a 
remolding or land scape job that was not 
completed correctly by Roseman. Ms. White 
stated Dorsey,at some point in the 
conversation, stated that she had a gun and 
she would use it. Ms. White stated she 
attempted to get MS. Dorsey to calm down 
but was unable to do so. 

White stated Roseman , who was in the back 
yard of Ms. Whites' residence while the 
above conversation was occurring, came from 
the backyard and got into his truck which was 
parked behind Dorseys' vehicle which was 
blocking Roseman from moving forward 
Ms. White stated Dorsey then got out of her 
vehicle and began yelling at Roseman as he 
sat in his vehicle. White Stated Roseman 
then backed his truck backwards to the end of 
the cul de sac at the end of the roadway of 
Redgate. White stated she could not see the 
altercation at that point. However White 
stated she could hear Dorsey yelling in a loud 
tone of voice. White stated the yelling lasted 
for approximately 15 minutes.

Ms. White stated shortly thereafter Rosman 
again pulled in front of her residence along 
the curb. White stated she observed 
Dorsey's' vehicle pull in front of Mr. 

Rosemans' parked vehicle and in front of her 
driveway, blocking Roseman from moving 
forward. White stated Dorsey again began 
yelling at Roseman stating to the effect that 
he was going to repair her back yard. At that 
point White stated she heard Dorsey state, "I 
have a gun in the car and I have a concealed 
hand gun license.” White stated she observed 
Roseman who appeared to be nervous as he 
sat in his vehicle. 

White stated she then called 911. White 
stated the first officer arrived on scene and 
attempted to get Dorsey to calm down. She 
further stated the first officer, Officer Stahl, 
advised Dorsey the dispute was a civil matter 
only. White stated the officer was very polite 
and respectful to Dorsey even though she 
was out of control. White stated Doresy was 
stating that the police were going to do 
something about Mr. Roseman. White stated 
a second officer arrived. Officer Vogt. 

White stated Vogt talked to Dorsey while 
Officer Stahl talked to Roseman. White stated 
officer Vogt was very professional and 
respectful of Dorsey as well. White stated she 
did not hear Officer Vogt call her any 
derogatory names or disrespect her in any 
way. White stated both officers treated her 
with "extended graces". White stated Officer 
Vogt continued to tell Dorsey to calm down. 
White stated after several attempts to get 
Dorsey to calm down and after Officer Vogt 
returned from his patrol unit, Dorsey was 
placed under arrest. White stated Officer 
Vogt gave Dorsey the opportunity to move her 
car to a neighbor's driveway with the 
neighbors' permission. White stated that she 
did not believe the officer had to allow the 
neighbor to take possession of Dorsey's' 
vehicle. 

White stated there were two other witnesses 
who live next door to her named Tim and 
Belinda James. Their phone number is 
713-721-0881. White also provided the phone 
number for Roseman which is 713-206-6640. 
While in the field Detective attempted to 
contact Roaseman via cell phone but was

Roseman Interview: 

Detective met with witness William Roseman 
who was one of the main participates involved 
in this case. Mr. Roseman gave a verbal 
recorded statement at the MCPD front lobby 
room on this date at approximately 9:30 A.M. 

Mr.Rosema stated he recalls this incident and 
that the complainant, Dorsey, was basically 
out of control. Mr. Roseman stated he 
passed by Ms. Whites house to turn around in 
the Cul de sac. Roseman stated he saw and 
recognized Dorseys' vehicle, as he has done 
work for her before. Roseman stated Dorsey 
blocked his vehicle from continuing to move 
from the Cul De sac. At one point Roseman 
stated Dorsey and he began to argue until he 
was able to maneuver his vehicle away from 
Dorseys' vehicle and out of the Cul De sac. 

Roseman stated he went as initially planned 
to Ms. White's residence at 7815 Redgate to 
look at her roof. Roseman stated Dorsey 
followed him to Whites house and again 
blocked him in by parking her vehicle, at an 
angle, in front of his when he parked his truck. 

Roseman stated he got out of his truck and 
continued his effort to check Whites roof by 
going into Whites back yard. Roseman stated 
that's when he believes White called the 
Police Department. 

Roseman stated he came from the backyard 
and saw both officers on scene. Roseman 
stated Dorsey was out of control and that both 
officers attempted to get to calm down. 

Roseman stated the officers were nothing

SUMMARY/NOTES _ 

On 10142015 I received a call from a female who identified herself as Shabrina Mckee who 
stated she wished to make a formal complaint against Alex Salazar for unlawfully using a 
"Choke Hold" on her son, Darreon Mickells at a school dance. 

Mckee relates the following: 

Darreon was attending the homecoming dance at Bush High School in Richmond, Tx and playfully 
slapped a friend. Salazar grabbed him and without discussion placed him in choke hold and 
moved him to another room where his head was banged agaist the wall and he was handcuffed. 
Onlookers called Mckee to the scene and after speaking to her son she complained to Salazar 
about "cops killing Kids." According to Mckee, Salazar's response was, "thats what we do." 
which he said with a smirk. 

She also said that Assistant Principle Patrick Schultz was present for the discussion and 
advised me the discussion was heated and Mckee was hostile towards Officers. 

I spoke briefly to Salazar who advised me he was working an extra job at the school dance and 
observed Darreon Mickells approach and strike another male. As the victim prepared to return 
blows, Salazar approached to contain the situation. At my request he completed the following 
narrative: 

Date 10-13-15

On 10-10-15 I was working an extra job at Bush High School located at 6707 F.M. 1464 in 
Richmond, Fort Bend County. The event was a homecoming dance. 

I was standing in the opposite side of the dance area from where the other on duty officers 
were standing. I observed a black male subject strike another black male subject with his 
fist. The male subject that got assaulted turned his head to the side consistent with that 
of someone who was struck on the face. I was standing approximately 20 feet away from the 
incident. I immediately began walking to the area of where both subjects were. The male 
subject who punched the other subject saw me and started walking away from the area, away

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from me. I approached the subject and grabbed him by his arm. The male subject immediately 
jerked his arm away from me and continued to walk away from me. I continued to follow the 
subject and told him to stop. I grabbed the subject on the back of his shirt, slowing him 
down. I told the subject to stop and speak to me. The subject jerked his body around and 
told me to get off of him. At this time I placed my left arm under his left arm and around 
his neck. I used my right hand to grab my left hand to secure the subject from getting away 
from me. The subject began yelling at me and telling me to let him go. I gave the subject 
verbal commands to relax and to stop resisting. I began escorting the subject to the area of 
where the other officers were standing. While I and the subject were walking, I had my back 
facing a large group of subjects. The large group was yelling at me to leave the subject 
alone. The large group was also yelling at the subject to calm down. I turned around and 
faced myself and the subject towards the large group and we began to walk backwards. 

Officer Pocasangre came and assisted me walk the subject to a clear area. Myself and 
Pocasangre arrived to the area just outside of the auditorium. The subject continued to 
resist and yell at both of us. I released the hold from the subject and we turned him to 
face towards us. The subject continued to yell at both of us as we tried to tell him to calm 
down and relax. The subject started reaching inside his front pants pocket. I observed as 
Pocasangre tell the subject on more than one occasion to stop reaching inside his pocket. 

The subject refused and continued to reach inside his pocket. At this time the subject had 
not been pat down or searched. For officer safety and because the subject was being 
noncompliant, Pocasangre turned thee subject towards the wall and immediately placed his 
handcuffs on the subjects hands because was refusing commands to stop reaching inside his 
pants pockets. Handcuffs were placed on the subject, to be detained and the subject was 
walked inside the police office. 

While inside the office the subject continued to yell and be disrespectful towards myself and 
Pocasangre and other school administrators present in the office. One of the administrators, 
who entered the office, told the subject that he wasn't supposed to be at the dance. She 
told him he was refused admittance inside the dance. I was later told that administrator was 
an associate principal for the school. At that time, I walked outside the office while 
administrators were speaking to the subject. 

Later in the evening Pocasangre told me the mother of the subject was in the office and she 
wanted to speak to me. I entered the office and spoke to the mother. Right away the mother 
had an attitude with me while I was explaining to her what I observed. The mother told me 
the two subjects know each other and are friends. The mother told me the two were playing. 

I told the mother it didn't look like they were playing and when I started walking towards 
them they immediately began walking away from me. The mother was upset that I had her son in 
a "choke hold". I tried to explain to the mother how I was holding her son and that his 
airway was never obstructed or restricted. The mother continued with the attitude and would 
not let me finish speaking. I made the comment to the mother that now I understand why her 
son was inside the police office. Her son had the same attitude as she did and neither one 
of them would listen when being spoken to. While speaking to the mother the male subject was 
trying to argue with me but the mother would tell him to be quiet. At this time one of the 
administrators interrupted myself and the mother and the administrator told me he would like 
to speak to the mother without my presence. I left the police office.

She then stated that her daughter had a shoe box containing collectors Air Jordan shoes that 
was torn. She stated that the value of the shoes goes down due to the box being ripped. 

She stated her niece who was at the residence was missing a black pair of Nike Kyrie shoes 
valued at $130.00. She also stated a school Spanish notebook was missing. 

Ms. Bannister also stated that she wanted to file a complaint on the lead Detective, who was 
later determined to be Inv. Pait. She described him as the army man with the tattoo on his 
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forearm. She stated he was the one who gave her the search warrant. She stated when he gave 
her the copy of the search warrant he shoved it in her face. She stated that she asked him a 
question about it and he told her that "he wasn t telling her shit.

On Monday March 26, 2018 I logged into Avail Web to review the activity history of the 
Lieutenants assigned to the patrol division. While checking Lieutenant Merritt s activity 
history I observed her marked vehicle (2591), with activity history well outside of the city 
limits of Missouri City on Saturday March 24, 2018. I utilized the zoom feature in the 
mapping system and observed her patrol vehicle to be in the area of Holmes Road and Almeda 
Road and had been idle for approximately 3 hours from approximately 8pm-10:55pm. 

I utilized Google maps and was able to determine the location her vehicle had been idle at 
was 9401 Knight Road Houston, Texas 77045 which is Bayou City Event Center. Based on the 
name of this location and the time frame I believed Lieutenant Merritt may have been working 
an off duty extra job while utilizing her patrol vehicle. I contacted TCO Supervisor 
Brumfield to run CAD activity for Lieutenant Merritt for March 24, 2018 between the hours of 
0000-2359 to see if in fact she was signed onto CAD as working an extra job during this time. 
According to CAD records there was no activity for Lieutenant Merritt during this time. 

Unsure of why Lieutenant Merritt's patrol vehicle was at this location during the date and 
time in question, I decided to visit the location to inquire. Once on location I was unable 
to verify with anyone why a marked Missouri City patrol unit was on location for almost 3 
hours; however I was given a business card for Kristin Massey who is the Vice President for 
the location to contact. I called and spoke with Kristin Massey who advised me that on 
Saturday March 24, 2018 during the time in question. Saint Agnes Academy hosted an evening 
time event. I asked Kristin if she hired a Missouri City officer for this event and she 
stated she had not. Kristin stated that they utilize Houston Police Department officers 
solely, however it is not uncommon for organization s hosting events to hire their own police 
officer's to work security. 

I then looked on Saint Agnes Academy's website for a number to call. On their website I saw 
a number for Maddy Echols who is the director of Admissions. I called Ms. Echols and advised 
her I was trying to verify if the school hired a Missouri City police officer for their event 
at the Bayou City Event Center on March 24, 2018. Ms. Echols stated she could not verify 
this, but would have someone call me who could. 

On March 27, 2018 I was contacted by Dale Grasman (832-428-0748) with Saint Agnes Academy. 
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Mr. Grasman confirmed that on March 24, 2018 they hired Lieutenant Merritt to work an off 

jot) for thoni at tho Bayou City Evont Contor. 

On Wednesday, March 28, 2018 utilizing Avail Web, I checked other dates and times for 
Lieutenant Merritt's activity history to see if she possibly worked other jobs while 
utilizing her patrol vehicle. While doing so I noticed on 3-28-2018 at approximately 0730 
her patrol vehicle was located in the 9000 block of Bellaire Blvd in Houston Texas. Again 
utilizing Google maps I was able to determine the location to be Saint Agnes Academy. 

Lieutenant Merritt was on duty during this time; therefore I was unsure why she was at this 
location while on duty in her patrol unit. Later in the day I called Lieutenant Merritt on 
her cell phone via my cell phone and asked her why her patrol vehicle was in the area of 
Bellaire Blvd this morning. Lieutenant Merritt's response to me was she spent the night at 
a friend's house the night before and left straight from there to come to work this morning. 

Lieutenant Merritt stated she did not want to have to come to her house to get her patrol car 

before coming to work. About 30 minutes later Lieutenant Merritt came into my officer and 
reiterated the story that she spent the night at a friend's house with her patrol car and did 
not want to have to travel from his house to her house and pick up her marked patrol car 
prior to reporting for duty. 

These facts as stated by Lieutenant Merritt are untruthful. When in fact the last recorded 
GPS history for her patrol vehicle on Tuesday March 27, 2018 is at 4:26pm near her residence. 
The next recorded GPS activity is Wednesday March 28, 2018 at 7:02am again near her 
residence. Following the recorded GPS activity for this date beginning at 7:02am Lieutenant 
Merritt's patrol vehicle travels from her residence, north on the Fort Bend Tollway, north on 
the Harris County Tollway to Bellaire Blvd where it exits heading east to the 9000 block of 

Bellaire Blvd. (Saint Agnes Academy). Her patrol vehicle remains at this location for 

approximately 30 minutes. Her patrol vehicle then travels back to Missouri City and arrives 
in the city limits at approximately 8:25ara. 


While talking with Lieutenant Merritt on the phone regarding her being on Bellaire Blvd. I 
also asked her why she did not receive TCOLE credit for a two day course she attended on 
February 6-7, 2018 in Frisco Texas. Lieutenant Merritt stated she was not sure why she did 
not receive credit for this course, but would contact Sgt. Englishbee and inquire. 1 advised 
her to find out why and let me know. 

It should be noted that March 1, 2018 I received an email from Corrine Hudson advising that 
Lieutenant Merritt's Pcard was overdue. I noticed on the charges for her Pcard that there 
were hotel charges (Embassy Suites) for three days in Frisco Texas for March 6, 7 and 8, for 
the two day class. 

On March 6, 2018 I asked Lieutenant Merritt why she had three days of hotel charges for a two 
day class. Lieutenant Merritt's response was she was offered a free one day class held at 
the same location as the two day class she took at Frisco Police Department. I asked her how 
the two day class was and she said, "it was ok, lots of the instructor talking about 
stories". Lieutenant Merritt's answer to me regarding this class seemed to be evasive. She 
quickly changed the subject from this class to the one day class she attended. 

I had a feeling she possibly did not attend this class; therefore I checked TCLEEDS and 
noticed that she did not receive TCOLE credit for the two day class, but did receive credit 
for the one day class that was held the following day. I then contacted the Frisco Police 
Department's training division and asked about why Lieutenant Merritt did not receive TCOLE 
credit for the class. I spoke with Officer Chris Cogan who advised me that Lieutenant Merritt 
did not receive credit because she did not attend the first day of class. Officer Cogan 
advised Lieutenant Merritt only attended the second day of the two day class. Officer Cogan 
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email me a copy of the class ros 
of class. 


ter which indicates Lieutenant Merritt only attended one day 


Lieutenant Merritt again was untruthful when I asked her why she did not receive TCOLE credit 
for the two day class in Frisco Texas and further was untruthful about attending this class. 
It should be noted that when I called Lieutenant Merritt on my cell phone and asked her why 
her patrol car was on Bellaire Blvd that morning I recorded our conversation on a city 
recorder and downloaded the conversation on my computer.

On 05/26/2018, at about 10:40 Hrs, I, Sgt. M. Hebert, received information from MCPD Dispatch 
to call Sgt. Henson of the Houston Police Department at 281-236-5428 regarding an incident an 
officer was involved in on this date. I called Sgt. Henson who provided me with Houston 
Police Department report number 066544818. Sgt. Henson said that at about 07:14 Hrs. on 
05/26/2018, a Houston PD officer responded to a hotel near Airline Drive to take a report of 
an assault. The complainant reported to the officer that the father of her child. Curly 
Davis had come to the hotel this morning and pounded on the door of the room to be let in. 
When the door was opened Davis allegedly pushed his way into the room and assaulted a male 
who was with the complainant. Reportedly, Davis grabbed the male by the neck and told him to 
get out of the room. The male left the room. Davis was reported to have argued with the 
female complainant, at some point told her to shower and he also told her to perform oral 
copulation upon him.

On 08/27/18 at approximately 1130 hours, I Sgt. N. Ibanez #818, took a citizen complaint at 
the Missouri City Police Department lobby. Joshua Watson and his wife requested to file a 
formal complaint on Officer Lutze #875 regarding a traffic stop made on 08/26/18 at 
approximately 0032 hours. 

Watson stated, he was stopped by Officer Lutze in the 2400 block of Welborn Dr. Watson 
stated. Officer Lutze approached him initially and asked for his indentification. Watson 
stated, he requested to know why he was stopped and Lutze stated he would inform him once he 
was provided Watson's identifying information. Watson stated, he provided the information and 
Lutze informed him he failed to use his turn signal and was using dealer plates on his 
vehicle improperly. 

Watson stated, Lutze then stated he ran Watson's drivers license and provided it to dispatch. 
Watson stated, Lutze informed Watson that he had traffic warrants out of Harris County Pet 7. 
Watson stated, Lutze also informed him he had previous charges of evading and robbery, both 
of which Watson denied ever having. Watson stated, Lutze asked him why he was lying. Watson 
stated, Lutze then had him step out of his vehicle and placed him in handcuffs.

On 9-17-18 I was called to a traffic stop by Officer Mireles in reference to the driver of 
the vehicle wanting to file a complaint against her. I spoke to Jaron Swenney who was in the 
back seat of Officer Mireles patrol car. When I asked him what was going on he stated that 
he fells that Officer Mireles is harassing him due to always stopping her and saying his car 
smells like marijuana. He stated his car does not smell like marijuana. I then advised him 
that I was with her the last time she stopped him and he said the same thing but she located 
several ounces of marijuana in his car. He then said "the past is the past'. He then 
advised me that he was upset because he wanted to keep the doors closed on his car due to a 
child being in it. He said that Officer Mireles would not close the doors so she could 
search the car. I provided him with my card and Officer Mireles information. I then advised 

him that I would enter this information in to start the complaint. 

Later that day he contacted me again and stated that he wanted to come in and file his formal 
complaint. I advised him that I was the only supervisor on duty and he said he was still 
going to come in. He never did show up but came in the next morning and spoke to Captain 
Poulton.

I attempted to resolve this complaint with Mr. Sweeny, but he would like it to go to lA. Mr. 
Sweeny advised he thinks Officer Mireles is harassing him, because she has stopped him once 
before (Arrested for POM). I advised Mr. Sweeny that he was in a different vehicle in 
reference to this traffic stop, so how would Officer Mireles have known he was the operator 
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the vehicle. Mr. Sweeny stated he has seen Officer Mireles driving by his residence, so she 
knows that he is in a different vehicle. I informed Mr. Sweeny that his girlfriend informed 
Officer Mireles that he was not wearing his seat belt. Mr. Sweeny could not provide me with a 
response as to why his girlfriend informed Officer Mireles that he was not wearing a seat 
belt. Mr. Sweeny stated he wanted a second opinion as to weather his vehicle smelled like 
marijuana. I informed Mr. Sweeny that we do not give second opinions when it comes to 
officers and traffic stops. I then informed Mr, Sweeny that if an odor of marijuana is 
emanating from a vehicle (traffic stop) the officer has PC to search the vehicle. Mr. Sweeny 
stated his vehicle did not smell like marijuana and Officer Mireles was making it up. Mr. 
Sweeny stated just like she made up the bogus traffic infraction from last time. I informed 
Mr Sweeny that Officer Mireles arrested him for POM on that traffic stop. Mr. Sweeny stated 
he was unable to talk about that because the case has not gone to court. Mr. Sweeny stated he 
wanted it on record that Officer Mireles is harassing him. Informed Mr. Sweeny that there is 
a record of a complaint and he stated he wanted more. 

I reviewed Officer Mireles BWC from this traffic stop and did not observe any policy 
violation being committed. I did observe Officer Mireles attempting to explain the reason for 
the traffic stop and Mr. Sweeny became belligerent. Mr. Sweeny was also upset because Officer 
Mireles would not let him close his driver's side door. Mr. Sweeny stated the reason he 
opened his car door was because his window does not roll down. Officer Mireles did not allow 
Mr. Sweeny to close his door because smell of marijuana emanating from the vehicle as well as 
his agitated state. Mr. Sweeny was also upset because his infant daughter was inside the 
vehicle and Officer Mireles conducted the search with both doors open. Mr. Sweeny stated it 
was too hot for his infant daughter to be subjected to the Texas heat. Prior to the vehicle 
being searched, Officer Mireles did request that Mr. Sweeny's girlfriend blast the AC. 

There was no policy violation observed from this traffic stop. Mr. Sweeny was operating a 
different vehicle and Officer could not have known he was the driver of this vehicle, prior 
to the traffic stop. I also watched a portion of the BWC (while speaking to him per his 
request) and I was unable to determine if he was or was not wearing his seatbelt. 

I did speak with Officer Mireles and Sergeant Tullous regarding this investigation. 

I am closing out this investigation as Unfounded.
